*Colono) da Pazos, a, Spanish ‘officer who 
had been a prisoner in the hands of the 
Filipinos, and who arrived at Colombo, tho 
other day, on his way to Spain, has beon 
interviwed by a representative ofthe Times 
of Ceylon. He xpuke frocly on Philippine 
affuirs und about Amorican prospects at 
Manila, In his opinion the. Americans 
have very little kno ledge of what is before 
thém. He had scon Aguineldo casually, 
but, was quite sura he had not safticient 

enius to rule the Philippines. What 
mude the task of the Americans great, 
however, was that whereas the Spaniards 
had to fight .Agninaldo and his fol- 
lowers, the Americans ‘would find the 
whols country’ against them. The Fili: 
pinos were brave men, and made excel- 
‘tent soldiers ; and oven the Filipino officers 
wore excellent in leading the men; but 
they had not beads to command an army. 

What the insurgents required wore Euro- 
pean officers, They had several. of these 
already. Four oflicers in the Spanish 
Army, whom he himself knew pergon- 
ally, and why had been taken prisonors 
like himself, wore new with tho insur- 
genta. Asked why they were thus pre- 
paired to -serve Aguinaldo, the Colonel 
was not very communicitive ; but it was.
